DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-17 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. The limitations "single substance compact of 
metallic powder" and "single substance compact" are indefinite. What is meant by these 
limitations? Does it mean that the fixed part is a container (compact) that has a 
substance or metallic powder within the container? It will be assumed for this action 
that the metallic powder and single substance compact is a metal material in the 
finished, hardened state. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 

States. 

Claims 1-2 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Yoo, 5792175. Yoo describes the claimed invention as shown in the annotated drawing.

Claims 9-10 and 14-17 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Danziger, 28951 1 . Danziger discloses the claimed finger ring as shown 
in the annotated drawing.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or deschbed as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sl^ill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 3-8 liave been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Yoo, 5792175 in view of Dunmire, 2005/0039488. Yoo discloses the claimed ring 
accept for the type of material used to form the plates and a magnet embedded in the 

plate. 

Dunmire discloses a ring having links of titanium including a magnet embedded 
in the surface of the link facing and in contact with the skin of a human to promote 
health (allegedly) in the human body (paragraph [0003]). Titanium is used because of 
its resistance to corrosion and its aesthetical appeal to consumers. 




It would have been obvious to make Yoo's plate from titanium and embed a 
magnetic within the plate to make the ring more appealing to the consumer. 
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Claims 11-13 liave been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Danziger, 28951 1 in view of Dunmire, 2005/0039488. Danziger discloses the 
claimed ring accept for the type of material used to form the decorative non-stretchable 
part being titanium and a magnet embedded in the plate. 

Dunmire discloses a ring having links of titanium including a magnet embedded 
in the surface of the link facing and in contact with the skin of a human to promote 
health (allegedly) in the human body (paragraph [0003]). Titanium is used because of 
its resistance to corrosion and its aesthetical appeal to consumers. 
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It would have been obvious to mal^e Danziger's decorative non-stretchable part 
from titanium and embed a magnetic witliin tine part to mal<e tine ring more appealing to 
the consumer.
